and that she is now and hag been for the last five yearg domiciled in 
Scott county, Virrinia, 

In consideration whereof,and in as much ag your oratrix is remadiless 
gave in a court of equity,she prays that tho se ad John Lawson may he 
made @ party defendant to this hill and required to engwer the same, but 
not on oath,that being expressly herahy walved; that your oratrix may 
be granted a divorce a vineule matrimonii from the said John Lawson: 
that your oratrix he awarded the care and custody of her gaia ehildran: 
that she he afforded all such other and general relief ag her cause 
merits and to equity may seem meet. And your oratrix will ever pray.
